Early In January 1961 (X3RNHX met the Soviet who, among bther things, c 
asked where IARI0N0V is working. In order to obtain aU the information 
^requested, CORNELL, would have to go to Germany and Belgium, which he promised 
to, do during his 1961 sumner vacation. He went in July and obtained answers 
to the questions from LARIONOV’ and OKSCHCV. CORNELL also provided names 
of all Americans working for the American Committee in Munich; reported that 
these Americans manage the raddit station "Freedom* there* and also administer 
distribution of funds to various organizations and movements hostile' ■•to-' trie 
US®. CORNELL says that the names of the U. £. citizens and, indeed, the 
majority of the information gathered during his trip, came from LARIONOV. *• 
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
